Subject; —Import policy for Registered Exporters for the year 1971-72 (.Amendment 
No. 67). 

No. 26-rrO(PN)/78.^—^Attention is Invited to the Import policy for Registered 
EJfporters contained in Import Trade Control Policy Boot (Vol. II) for the period 
April ] 97 I“March 1972 Issued under the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice 
No. 44-ITC(PN)/71, dated 30th April, 1971. The existing paras 11, 12 and 13 of 
Part C of Section I of Vol. TI of the aforesaid Policy Book may be substituted by 
the following; — 

‘‘11. (1) Eligible Export Houses may acquire by transfer the licences issued to 
Registered Exporters or their nominees upder the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters, provided that an Export House shall not be 
allowed to acquire by transfer during a llcenalng period licences for an 
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aBSregate value of more than 26 per cent of the F.O.B. value of expOTts 
of the non-traditional items failing within the product areuips mentlofcd 
in paragraph 9 of Part C, effected by the Export House during the pre¬ 
vious year and which have been admitted for the purpose of grant at 
certificate of eligibility to the Export House. In order to watch the 
above ceiling, each Export House will be required to register itself with 
a particular licensing authority of its choice and such licensing authority 
only will deal with requests for transfer of licences in favour of the 
Export House. The above celling, If already exceeded in any particular 
case, will not be disturbed but no further transfer of licences will be 
allowed In favour of such Export House during the current licensing 
period (April 1971—March 1972). 

11 (il) The procedure for transfer of licences is given in para 24 in Part ‘B’, 
In cases, however, in which the request for transfer of the licence Ue.s 
with a licensing authority other than the one to which the registered 
exporter has to apply for the licence sought to be transferred, the 
request for transfer can be mad© subsequent to the Issue of the licence, 
but while allowing transfer the licensing authority will not allow any 
extension In the validity period of the licence on this account”. 

"12 (il) Import items permissible to Eligible Export Houses.—Eligible 
Export Houses may be allowed to import items permissible 
under Col. 4 in Section II against any export product in the same 
‘category’ In which the exported product falls or within the same 
product group where there is no ‘category’, against the REP licences 
issued to them on their own exports. The face value restrictions 
against the Individual items will be as indicated in Col. 4. Where an 
item is permissible under Col. 4 against more than one export product 
with different face value limits, such Item mav be allowed only at the 
lowest of these value limits. The items appearing In Annexpre I wlU 
not be allowed except In cases where these are permissible under Col. 4 
against the exported product itself. 

12(11). In respect of licences transferred In favour of the Export Houses under 
the Scheme, the Export Houses may be allowed to Import only Col. 4 
Items permissible against the export products in the Product Group for 
which the Export House has been granted an Eligibility Certificate. 
■The items appearing in Annexure I will not be pllowed in such cases. 
The face value restrictions as indicated against Individual Iterns In 
Col. 4 will also be applied. Where an Item is permissible under Gol. 4 
against more than one export piroduct with different face value limits, 
such Items may be aUowed only at the lowest of these value limits. 

12(111). The Export House can also ask for Inclusion of Items not covered 
by (i) and (il) above, and such requests may be considered on merits, 
depending on the actual phased programme of exports and having 
regard to the Import policy in force subject to such restrictions or 
conditions as may be specified by the Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports”. 

"18 Utilization of Import licences by Eligible Export Homes .—^Import 
licences Issued to Eligible Export Houses under this Scheme or 
acquired by them by transfer from iRegistered Exporters under the 
policy laid down shall be subject. Inter-alia to the condl+lons that the 
goods Imported against such licences shall be disposed of to actual 
users engaged In export production. The Eligible Exnort Houses may 
also utilise the Imported materials for export production on their own 
account in the manufacturing establishments owned by others. In 
respect of REP licences granted to Export Houses against their own 
exnoris the Export Heuses will not be Eub1-»cted to anv further export 
obligation while allowing the Import of Items covered under sub¬ 
para 12tn above. In re.snect of transferred licences hfuj^ever, the 
Export House will he under an obligation to export goods falling In the 
product grouD rnentloncd In paragraph 9 In Part ‘C. of the f.o b. value 
equal to four times of the value of the transferred licences actually 
acquired by the Export House. In order to ensure that there Is also an 
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element of Incremental exports, such Export House shall be required 
to export during 1P72 73 (i) goods of F.O.B. value four times the value 
of licences acquired by transfer during 1971-72 for (il) 10 per cent more 
than the F.O.B. value of exports made during 1971-72 and admitted for 
eligibility whichever l.s higher. The Export House will be required to 
produce evidence to this effect in the form prescribed by the Chief 
Controller of Imports Sc Exports. Failure to fulfil the export obliga¬ 
tion referred to above will render the Export House Uable to adjuat- 
ment of the value of transferred licences to the extent of default 
against the next year’s entitlement of all import licences.”
